A 'Nino Hnndred Carat Diamond.

The discovery of a diamond weighing
tnree-qaane- ol a pound, and wortb, on
moderate estimate, twenty millions i

money, would be an erent calculated to
leave a mark even on this ace of sensa
tions. We only regret that we can not
quite announce it as a tact. A. stone,
however, assumed to be precious, and de-
fined in successive telegrams as a diamond,
a topaz, and a nondescript. lias actually
been round in the Australian gem-san-

" 1 ne thing," as our correspondent irrer
erently calls it, is as b as a large lemon,
it weighs between seven and eight ounces
in tbe scale, and it might, as people say,
be anything for all that could bo told. To
enable the reader to speculate on tbe pos
sible marvel, and appreciate- - the phenome-
non at its proper worth, we will just ex-

plain what it means, or would mean, if
actually realized. Diamonds are measured
by their weight in carats, a carat being
Tour grains, ine largest diamond or wnicu
we in this country have any practical
knowlede, is the famous Koh-i-noo- which
in its historical shape, as shown at the
Exhibition of 1851, weighed 186 carats,
or 744 grains. The new Australian dia-
mond would weigh about 900 carats, or
J.GOO crams just about live times as
much. Diamonds, however, increase
enormously in theoretical value with in
crease of weight; eo that whereas the
Koh-i-no- was computed to be worth,
according to the ascending scale of prices,
some 2,000,000, the Australian stone
would be valued by a jeweler at far moro
than five times thas sum. Wo need hard
ly add that such calculations are merelr
specalatire. It is all very well to prove
me value oi a diamond oy lue rate3 or a
conventional laoie. nut, as no purchasers
could be found with millions in their pock
els, tbe estimate i3 entirely nominal. The
real value of a thing is what it will bring,
and no stone could actually bo sold for a
million. In point ot fact, this limitation
of market values was very soon reached in
tbe late buoyancy of the trade. Up to a
certain point the value of diamonds rose
ereatly about twenty years ago, bat when
this point bad been passed the prices re- -

- V i ri'i i .
muineu Buiuuuary. lub uuuuucemeu. oc-

curred solely in stones that, as the phrase
goes, were "everybody's money." A dia--
inoud worth 500, or even 1,000, would
fetch twenty or thirty per cent, in addi
tion, but the famous tfurgandy diamond
for instance, brought only 20,000 a
very moderate price.

It will certainly be interesting to learn
by and bv what this "reputed" diamond
tarns out to be, bat, as regards tho mere
possibilities or the case, we may remark.
that there is already a "reputed diamond
weighing actually twice as much as the
Australian cem. This wonderful stone is,
or was, in the Portugese Treasury, among
the crown jewels, of the kingdom, and it is
Known to weign l.bbU carats. Unfortu
nately, that is about tbe amoaut of knowl
edge we possess in tbe case, tor tbe gov
ernment would never allow it to be exam
ined, and it may only be a white sapphire,
or something less. As soon as we come
to ascertained racts, tbe magnitude ot the
Australian discovery becomes manifest.
Jt is certain there once was, and probable
that there still is, a Uolconda diamond
weighing 280 carats. This stone was car
ried away from the treasures of the Great
Mogul by Nadir Shah after tbe sack of
Delhi in 1 and in the boards of the
Persian sovereigns it is believed still to be
concealed. In the exhibition of 18C2 a
diamond was shown which had weighed in
the rouga 204 carats, but this was a Bra
zilian stone of imperfect color. A larger
stone than either, Known as tbe Alettam
diamond, has but an apocryphal history.
though there is probably truth at the bot
tom or it. jtiatlain is a principality in tbe
isle of Borneo, and in the treasury of the
Uajau this diamond is said to be preserved
An offer was once made by the Dutch
government, of 50,000, and a couple of

s tor tbe gem, dui reiused, and as
a superstition connects the fortunes of the
Rajah's family with the safety of the stone
and strangers are not permitted even to
se'e it, the facts of the case are as yet un- -

autbenticated. unougu, bowever, bos
been said to show what a marvel a real
diamond of 900 carats weight would be.

Instinctively the colonists appear to
have appreciated the wonder. First, a
telegram from the mines announced tbe
discovery, with the news that an armed es
cort was conveying the stone to Sydney to
deposit it in the Treasury ; the next des
patch reported that it had been placed in
the Mint, and, farther, that a banking
company had advanced tho very .modest
sum ot iiUU at a venture, i he remarka
ble thing, however, is, that there should
be any doubt about the real nature or
quality of tbe gem. A well known geolo
gist, it is said, bad been set to work upon
it, but had not yet pronounced sentence.
The fact is that any pawnbroker's assistant
could settlo such a question in fivo minutes.
To the eye of an expert the mere "play"
or "fire" of a stone will disclose its quality,
but as the Australian gem is nncut, that
evidence is not available. Two character-
istics, however, of a diamond, admit of an
easy and infallible test its hardness and
its specific gravity. Nothing but a dia
mond will scratch a diamond, whereas if
the stone is only a white or a yellow sap--
nhire it mav bo scratched bv a snlinfer of
ruby., in mis case, it would De a crystal
or clay instead ot a crystal or charcoal,
and would still be very valuable : but if.
as is probable, it is simple quartz, the mir- -

however, would, remain to show that tbe
Australian diamond mines may be rich in
unknown treasures. .Our correspondent

imself had a stone in his band, fresh from
the diggings, which was a perfect speci
men of diamond without speck or flaw, of
five carats in weight. Ibe value or such a
stone in the London market would be

300, whereas it was sold on the spot for
112. We ore told, too, that diamonds

genuine diamonds ore on sale by women
and children at every cottage, and there
can hardly be a mistake, we Bbould think,
about the nature of tho stones. 'At any
rate, as some or tbe gems nave now round
their way to this country, the qaestion of
quality can soon be set at rest.

gold, might be no impossible invention,
but that it would certainly be useless
when accomplished. Exactly so it may be
presumed that diamonds will lose their
value if they onco' como to be found by the
beshel. All, bowever, depends on size
and qua-lity-. Very small diamonds are al-

ready imported from Brazil in each qnan-ti- es

that at .least two tons havo found
their way into tho trade from the Ameri
can mines. As rar as the Australian, dis-
coveries are to be classed with these im-

ports, their'eSect is trifling. ' If the num-
ber of larger or finer stones sfeeaM prove
to be Kraited, the increase of eappfy may
perhaps stitaslate the deawed, sad be at-

tended with only a partial redaction of
value. Id point of fact, diamonds might
easily fall soae twenty or thirty per cent,
in valee and still be worth as much as they
were thirty years si see. It is clear, how

will be no reason why the laboring strength
of China may not be enlisted in tbe cause
or civilization and progress in the United
States. Upon this question Mr. liurlin--
game held very souud views ; and bringing
about this end will be at least one useful
result attending his mission. Captain Gift
is ufa presem. staying uere who a view 10
"prospecting as to tbe means tbat can be
brought into play to bring the matter to a
practical issue ; and much interest is felt as
to the result of his investigations.

The Tabiff Question. The annonce
ment in the despatches a few days ago
tbat lue t resident would make some sug
gestions in his forthcoming message con
cerning the tariff question, has had the ef--
lect or stirring up tbe free traders and tbe
tariff men.

The tariff
men were disappointed at the last session
or Congress tbat no action waslaken on
their bill, but they consoled themselves
with tbe hope of getting a satisfactory mea
sure put tnrougn at' tbe next session. 1 be
present law 13 not to their liking, because
its rates are not high enough. The pros
pect or a recommendation in tbe Presi
dent's message to the effect that the tariff
law be allowed to remain as it is for one
year, h not, therefore, just what the tariff
men want, tint 11 toe fresident persists
in making allusion to tho tariff tbey would
rather have him make such a recommenda
tion than one in favor of free trade. This
was tho point Mr. Morrell came to urge.
it is understood tbat tbe ('resident is still
of opinion tbat the interests of the country
will be best promoted by leaving the tariff
and internal revenue laws undisturbed.

Useful Pkefaiutions of Uasbouc Ac
id. Phenol or carbolic acid is one of the
many useful bodies obtained from coal-ta- r.

Its composition is expressed by tbe mod
ern formula C If, O, and though it forms
unstable compounds with certain metals
such as potassium, barium, and lead, it has
tbe character of an alcohol rather than
that of an acid. It crystallises at ordinary
temperatures, but the crystals deliquesce
00 taking up a mere trace of water. It
smells like wood-ta- r creasote, in fact much
of tbe creasote of commerce consists al-

most entirely of phenol. It does not red
den litmus. Its antiseptic and disenfect- -
mg properties are very remarkable and
have led to its extensive unDlication to
useful purposes. Its aqueous solution pre
serves animai GUDStances iroin decompo-
sition, and will even remove the fetid
odour from meat and other substances al
ready m a state of decomposition. Fish
and leeches die when immersed in the
aqueous solution, and their bodies subse
quently dry up on exposure to the air
without decomposition. Wo mention
these facts, for though phenol has been in
troduced into tbe Jfhaxmanapona under
the name of Acidum Carbolicam. We
have reason to believe that the nature and
properties of this important compound
are not generally understood.

Ephbjjit K. AVEBr. The death of Mr.
Avery in Ohio, which we announced last
week, brines to mind a tragedy which caused
an immense excitement In this vicinity at the
time.

Upon the streajrth of this and other suspi-
cious circaaMtaBces, Mr. Avery was arrested
and tried bjthe civil court at Newport The
proof being deemed insufficient be was dis-
charged, and was then tried by an eclesias-ti-ca- l

court, which also acquitted him. But
tbat did not settle the question of bis

the minds of tbe people, and although
